d.  The  detachment  of  elonents  of  major  units  continues  to  prer  ent  logis- 
tical,  administrative,  persinnel,  and  tactical  dlfficultiee  that  a.e  as  yet 
unresolved.  Battery  A,  2d  Battalion,  11th  Artillery,  2d -Battalion,  11th  Aitll- 
lery  Metro  Section  and  Battery  0,  2d  Battalion,  320th  Artillery  raoain  detached 
from  their  parent  unit.  Coe^t  necessity  nay  Rotate  detachioent  of  units  frpa 
their  parent  organisation  but  it  should  net  bj  for  extended  periods.  The  detach- 
nent  of  Battery  0,  2d  Battalion,  320th  Artillery  Is  a  severe  burden  in  that 
its  organisation  was  never  approved  and  this  battery  ’loa  been  fomed  since  10' 
October  1967,  Personnel  and  equipment  for  this  battery  caoe  from  the  raeourcdf 
within  the  battalion.  This  was  a  contributing  factor  to  the  increase  of  inci¬ 
dents  in  the  battalion  and  affected  Ite  ability  to  perform  Ite  conbat  mission. 

To  alleviate  the  problem  70  personnel  (Officers,  Section  Chiefs,  FDC  personnel, 
and  other  specialist)  were  tranafered  from  the  1^' Battalion,  321  et  Artillery 
and  a  lesser  nu&bers  from  the  2d  Battalion,  319th  Artillery  to  the  2d  Battals 
ion,  320th  Artillery. 
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e.  Combined  operi-^ions  with  regular  ARVN  unite  and  local  RF/PF  elenenta 
have  increasad.  While  language  difficultiea  prevail/  thla  haa  been  overcome 
by  proper  uae  of  US  Llaiaon  Officera  placed  at  the  Bn/Btry  and  Task  Force  level. 
These  Liaison  teana  snre  briefed  on  the  overall  rdseion  and  are  provided  with 
the  comunications  to  permit  proper  coordination  between  US  and  ARVIJ  units. 

It  has  also  proved  extremely  beneficial  to  have  direct  communications  between 
the  Task  Force  LNO  and  Division  /irtiUery  Tactical  Operations  Center,  Thus 
when  problem  areas  arise  they  can  be  resolved  at  the  command  level  which  .has 
the  capability  to  react*  promptly  to  a  apeclfic  aituatlon.  It  ia  imperative/ 
however,  that  in  the  planning  iphAs*' for  combined  operatlona  that  both  US  end 
aRVN  Coonandera  have  a  clear  understanding  of  oaoh.  other's  problems  and  pro¬ 
cedures,  both  tactical  and  fogistical. 

2,  (C)  Section  2  Lessons  Learned,  Com-ander's  Observations,  Evaluations,  and 

Recommendations . 

a.  Personnel:  None. 

b.  Operations: 

(1)  Cordon  operations:  Lessons  learned  from  the  Battle  of  Phuoc  Yen, 
29  Apr  1968  conducted  by  elements  of  the  2d  Brigade  and  its  reinforced  direct 
ai.pport  Battalion,  the  lat  Battalion  (Airborne),  32l8t  Artillery.  Coordinated 
ground  action,  over  13,500  rounds  of  artillery,  nuaerous  airstrikes,  and  employ¬ 
ment  of  CS  resulted  in  a  highly  successful  operation  that  cost  the  Wy.  429 
KIA,  ID?  POM,  nnd  numerous  weapons  captured  versus  1$  US  KIA,  and  31  WLA. 

(a)  OBSIilRVATION :  The  ability  to  react  quickly  to  fast  changing 
airaobile  operations  arri  to  provide  sufficient  artilleiy  support  for  a  contin¬ 
uous  operation  require^  the  closest  coordination  with  the  infantry  brigade  and 
battalions  concerned  c-.i  the  aodltional  siqiport  of  division  coips  artillery 
units. 


(b)  EVALUaTDW: 

i  During  the  early  stages  of  a  cordon  operation,  quick  fire 
channels  should  be~obtalned  in  order  to  provide  readily  available  medium  and 
heavy  artillery  s\9port.  As  the  cordon  ia  being  closed  heavy  and  medium  artil¬ 
lery  should  be  adjusted,  preferably  hy  an  air  observer,  on  known  and  suspected 
enecy  locations,  and  to  reinforce  the  s:y>port  of  ground  units  moving  into  posl- 
bion  to  seal  off  the  cordon.  Replot  data  should  be  computed  so  that  targets 
can  be  quickly  r^flred  throughout  the  entire  operation.  Liaison  and  foxvard 
observer  teams  are  dispatched  to  non-US  units  participating  in  the  cordon  in 
order  to  coordinate  their  avqiporting  artUXezy  with  US  artillery  and  to  provide 
a  quick  fire  channel.  Additional  ammunition,  particularly  lUuainatlon,  should 
be  stocked  at  battery  locations.  Sufficient  illumination  should  be  available 
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to  provide  continuous  illumination  for  eevaral  a*  The  battalion  FDC  in 
coordination  with  the  LNO  of  the  Infantiy  task  force,  controletXl  firing  and 
all  forw!ard  observers;  jome  of  whom  cone  from  different  battalions.  All  fire 
units  and  obsurvers  should  be  on  the  same  fire  direction  not  for  centralized 
control.  Medium  artillery  batteriea  nay  have  to  be  split  during  tlio  operation 
in  order  to  anfeJy  ajid  effectively  attack  targets  vdt'iin  the  cordon  from  dif¬ 
ferent  directions.  An  /iNAlPQ-li  radar  should  be  positioned  to  cover  the  area, 

2  Once  the  cordon  la  sealed  off,  usually  as  darkness  descends 
ove"  the  battlefield,  illumination  is  adjusted  over  the  seeiled  area,  /iTtil- 
lery  and  naval  gunfire  snould  be  prepared  to  provide  continuous  illumination 
or  to  rapidly  replace  USAF  flare  ships  when  they  go  off  ctation.  To  provide 
iiifjcdiate  illumination,  one  howitzer  from  each  li^t  and  medium  artillery  bat¬ 
tery  should  remain  on  its  adjusted  lllunination  data  with  several  projectiles 
completely  prepareo  for  flr^sg.  The  direct  support  battalion  S~'3  and  task 
force.  Sr3  coordinate  their  llUmiinatlon  resources  and  dewelop  a  plan  for  con¬ 
tinuous  illuaination.  At  dusk^  close-in  defensive  targete  are  adjusted  in  aivl 
FOs  with  the  units  in  the  cordon  adjust  fire  on  suspected  locations  throughout 
the  night,  each  being  provided  a  battery  or  platoon  of  light  artillery.  Tar¬ 
gets  located  during  daylight  hours  and  intelligence  targets  are  attacked  by 
nedivni  and  heavy'  artillery.  All  firing  must  be  controlled,  continuous  and 
deliberate.  Observers  should  assist  each  other  by  sensing  rounds  controlled 
by  another  observer,  to  insure  safety  and  maximum  effectiveness  of  artillery 
fire. 


2  During  daylight  operations,  artillery  end  air  must  be 
closely  coordinated.  The  size  of  the  cordon  generally  requires  that  all  the 
artillery  fire  be  suspended  until  an  air  strike  is  completed.  Direct  conmuni- 
cation  between  the  FAC  and  the  IKO  peraits  the  lifting  of  the  artillery  check 
fire  as  the  last  run  is  made  by  the  aircraft.  Artillery  fire  should  not  be 
suspended  until  the  aircraft  are  on  station.  An  air  observer  should  be  over 
the  cordoned  area  durixig  all  daylight  hours  to  conduct  visual  reconnassiance, 
assist  the  ground  observers ,  and  littack  tcirgets  of  opportiinity  or  other  desig¬ 
nated  targets.  TOTs  t^yloj  ing  all  available  weapons  are  planned  and  employed, 
particularly  on  an  area  where  CS  has  been  dropped.  The  target  should  be  attacked 
one  or  two  minutes  after  :he  cac^}letion  of  the  chemical  operation. 

(c)  REOaiMEJDAriONS: 

1,  That  these  techniques  for  employment  of  oitlUery  during 
a  cordon  operation  bo  diaseialnated  to  all  USARV  artillery  units. 

2  That  Division  and  Corps  artiUory  headquarters  be  prepared 
to  provide  reinforcing  artillery,  on  short  notice*to  the  direct  support  bat¬ 
talion  supporting  a  cordon  operatlen. 
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(2)  Inadequate  /jrtiUery  Coverage. 

(a)  OBSERVATKWt  liixperienee  haa  deoonatrated  that  nediura  artil¬ 
lery  batteries  nuat  often  be  split  Into  two  platoons  in  order  to  provide  ade^ 
quate  siflpport  throughout  c  division  area  of,  operation  and  to  pomit  the  safe 
attack  of  targets  from  different  directions. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  The  splitting  of  batteries  only  slightly  reduces 
the  effectiveness  of  the  battery.  This  liaiuation  ean  be  overcame  if  additional 
personnel  ore  provided  from  battalion  resources  to  perait  twenty-four  hour 
operation.  Cotunand  and  control  preblssis  can  be  alleviated  fay  good  coimnunlca- 
tions  and  the  availability  of  aircraft  to  allow  the  battery  comuander  to  fre¬ 
quently  visit  his  separate  platoon. 

(c)  RECOMt'iENDhllONi  VAien  possible.  Corps  AHillery  should  pro¬ 
vide  adequate  medium  and  heavy  ertUlery  to  support  operations.  If  siifficient 
resources  ore  not  available  within  corps,. then  peinlssion  should  be  granted 
by  the  controT^fr^  headquarters  to  split  those  xinits  not  under  the  operational 
control  of  the  division  artillery, 

(3)  Preparation  of  Pire  Bases. 

(a)  OBaSHVAI lOIi :  The  lOist  Air  Cavalry  Oivision  has  established 
a  procedure,  tdilch  hus  cut  the  tine  of  preparation  of  a  fire  support  base  con¬ 
siderably  while  at  tne  same  time  Increasing  tLs  overall  efficiency  of  the  base. 
This  system  follows  a  step  by  step  procedure  as  outlined  below. 

X  Air  strikes  carrying  "Daisy  Cutter"  bombs  are  requested 
to  be  placed  in  the  location  of  the  proposed  site. 

2  Ai  infantry  caii^>any  is  combat  assaulted  into  an  LZ  as 
close  to  the  proposed  fire  base  as  the  situation  permits.  This  company  then 
proceeds  to  the  proposed  site. 

2  arrival  ajt  tl^  proposed  location,  the  infantry  com-  . 

pany  innediately  esqjands  and  clears  a  landing  pad  for  a  UH1  type  helicopter. 

4  Aboard  the  initial  helicopter  which  arrives  at  the  site 
are  representatives  of  the  future  tenant  units,  nomally  the  infantry  battal¬ 
ion'  coonanding  officer  end  artlUeiy  battaHon  coonandlng  officer,  along 
with  representatives  from  the  division  eq^Bears,  A  Teconnalaeanoe  of  the  . 
area  is  then  conducted  shd  the  apprpxliaa;^  areps  cC  each  tenant  defined. 

2  Within  less  than  an  hour  after  the  helicopter  pad  is  com¬ 
pleted,  a  D-4  (airborne  buUdoaer)  is  lifted  into  the  fire  base  by  a  CH-47 
and  it  begins  «!q:>anding  the  size  of  the  helicopter  pad.  At  the  same  time, 
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the  eriglneers  cosnence  to  blow  the  larger  trees  using  prijaer  cord. 

•  6  Prom  four  to  six  hours  later,  after  the  initia  cut  in 

the  Jungle  has  been  ex>>anded  taaa  area  at  least  50  feet  x  50  feet,  one  or  two 
D-6  dozers  are  brougho  into  the  area,  normally  by  CH-54  (Crane).  This  requires 
two  moves,  one  for  the  blade  and  tracks,  the  second  for  the  bulldozer  body. 

2  Under  normal  conditions  a  fire  base  300  meters  by  75  meters 
con  ba  prepared  in  lass  than  A8  hours  utilising  this  systea. 

(b)  EV/iLUaTION:  This  system  has  proved  to  be  the  most  efficient 
and  effective  means  of  quiekV  preparing  a  fire  base  in  dense  Jungle  type  area. 
On  Operation  Somerset  Plains  this  system  w&s  employed  to  prepare  tnree  separ¬ 
ate  bases  within  a  four  day  period. 

(c)  REOOMKSNDATION:  That  this  date  end  method  be  provided  to 
all  artillery  units  opsratir.g  in  dense  Jungle  as  a  method  of  preparing  a  fire 
svpport  base  in  a  very  short  period  of  time. 

«-  Intelligence:  Non*. , 

d.  Logistics:  Inadequate  s^^ply  of  air  loovement  items. 

(i)  OBSERVATION:  The  serviceability  life  of  air  items  Is  affected 
by  iLsage,  wear,  and  weather.  Many  slings  and  associated  items  must  be  condeaMd 
because  of  these  factors,  after  less  than  three  months  usage.  A  sling,  left 
exposed  to  the  sun  for  four  hours  in  RVN,  may  loose  up  to  SC^  of  its  tensile 
strength. 

C2}  EVALVATION:  Insufficient  or  worn  air  items  often  cause  in^- 
flcient  operations  end  accidental  dropping  of  loads,  AircreJt  must  be  diverted 
to  back  haul  air  items  before  subsequent  loads  can  be  rigged.  Pooling  of  re-  ' 
sources  from  other  units  has  been  a  poor  substitute  and  does  not  solve  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  inefficient  and  slow  resv^ply  during  sustained  operations. 

(3)  REGOMMEKDaTI^:  Consideration  should  be  given  to  authoriz¬ 
ing  air  mobile  artillery  units  to  stock  a  509^  overage  of  air  items.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  it  is  recoanended  that  air  items  be  developed  which  are  not  as  sensitive 
to  weather  as  the  currently  issued  items.

It  has  been  brouf^t  to  the  attention  of  Divielon  Artillery  that  Investigations 
of  accidental  dropping  of  loads  fron  cargo  slings  reveal  that  the  most  frequent 
cause  was  Improper  slinging,  rather  than  worn  sllngBc  This  Headquarters  has 
ijnplAmented  replacement  prooedurea  to  insure  oargo  elings  are  replaced  prior  to 
their  being  wom-^ut,  and  has  instructed  Division  Artillery  to  subtnlt  a  recom¬ 
mendation  for  a  modification  of  the  direct  support  battalion's  TCE  to  Increase 
the  number  of  cargo  slings.  This  Headquarters  concurs  in  the  Division  Artil¬ 
lery's  assertion  that  a  need  exists  to  develop  and  distribute  air  items  less 
sensitive  to  weather.
